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Medal Of Honor Winner Opposes War

vocate of U.S. withdrawal.)

Like many young Americans, Bob Kerrey 


believes the U.S. should immediately withdraw 
from Vietnam, should end the military draft 
and provide its youth with alternative methods 
of service to their country. 


But Bob Kerrey is unlike most young 


Americans. 


He is one of a gallant few who hold the 


Congressional Medal of Honor. 


Kerrey was presented the nation's highest 


military award by President Nixon at White 
House ceremonies a year ago last month. 


National Antiwar Drive 


Now the young Lincolnite is on the verge 


of joining Allard Lowenstein's national antiwar 
drive to depose Nixon in 1972. 


After a - trip of two or three weeks to 


Peru to visit his younger brother Bill, a Peace 
Corps 
volunteer. 
Kerrey will m e e t 
with 


Lowenstein in New York to discuss the former 
congressman's invitation to join him in his 
national antiwar movement. 


"President Nixon should not be re-elected," 


Kerrey declared. 


That opinion is based on the 
President's 


Vietnam policies. 


Lost Part Of Leg 


A Navy officer in Vietnam, Kerrey suffered 


injuries which cost him part of a leg when 
an enemy grenade exploded at his feet while 
he was leading a raid on Viet Cong forces 
"on an island in the Bay of Nha Trang in 
March 1969. 


His bravery and "conspicuous gallantry . 
.above and beyond the call of duty" that 


day won him the Medal of Honor. It followed 
six previous decorations. 


So he can speak from experience about 


Vietnam, about the military and about war. 


'Collective Award' 


Although he accepted the medal as an in- 
HTER 


dividual. Kerrey says, "it was a collective 
award to more than myself. Men died for 
that. 


"But I don't like the idea of using an 


award to gloss over the real horror of war. 
I don't like the way we use military funerals. 


"You 
cannot 
drape a 
flag 
around 
a 


mutilated body and say war is clean. 


"It's 
as bad as you could think — and 


worse." 


So. Kerrey believes, you do not enter into 


it lightly or without sufficient cause. 


No 'Good Reason' 


"f have yet to come up with a good reason 


to remain in Vietnam." he said. 


The POW argument is "an upside-down 


idea," because 
prisoners 
are likely 
to be 


released 
only when the U.S. 
concludes its 


participation in the war, he noted. 


'•And the idea of an honorable peace is nearly 


impossible in light of what has happened there, 
after the way the war has been fought."

"When President Nixon and his supporters 


talk about an honorable peace, they talk about 
wanting to erase the things that have happen- 
ed," Kerrey said. 


"It can't be done. We should withdraw 


as rapidly as possible."

'Monumental Task' 


"There are going to be many lasting pro- 


ducts of Vietnam. The drug addicts will present 
a monumental task of rehabilitation. 


"And many GIs will come home embittered 


simply because they went and can't cope with 
that fact. 


"Someone who kills may have that picture 


In his mind for life and he can't deal with 
it." 


The brutality of the war cannot be visualiz- 


ed by Americans who live in peace 7,000 miles 
away from it. Kerrey said. 


"I could not tell you what it's like to 


smell your own flesh burning or to feel down 
to the bottom of your leg and not feel anything, 
or to see your friends die. 


'Cannot Communicate' 


"You cannot communicate or transfer the 


feeling of pain, and this war has exacted 
physical, mental and emotional pain. 


"It is distance that allows it to continue 


so long. Had it been in Missouri, it would 
have been ended long ago." 


So now Bob Kerrey, 27, a product of Lincoln

Nebraska, the United States Navy and Vietnam, 
appears ready to step from the limited activities 
of Nebraskans for Peace to the national antiwar 
movement. 


But should he say yes to Allard Lowenstein.. 


he noted, he will not be associating himself 
with the Americans for Democratic Action (of 
which Lowenstein is national chairman) or the 
Democratic Party or any particular presidential 
candidate who seeks to succeed Nixon. 


"It will be to help end the war," he said.

and end up with 90 to 100 cards and still 


play the games tor which any of us would demand 52 cards 
ui the sdine deck. Right ofl, you can see that tlii^ could 
create some problems. 


For instance the game is going along and the high card 


takes the trick. But suddenly, two players lay down an ace 
of spades. Adults could never solve such a problem and the 
least you would have is a misdeal, if not a broken friendship. 
The lady ol the house might end up embarrassed 
and the 


gentlemen would be somewhat scornlul. 


Bui if you think that is a problem for the kids, you 


just have never observed them. How is it solved? One of 
the youngsters will reach ior the trick, explaining that he 
played his ace ol spades first. 


That may solve the problem or it may not, depending 


upon the personality and imagination of the other players. 
Jf it makes sense to the others' concept of fair play, it is 
allowed. If the youngster who makes the move is older or 
the dominant one in the bunch, the play will also work. 


Another solution might be found in the cards themselves. 


A player may note that his ace of spades is cleaner than 
the oiher ace ot spades 
the trick. Weil, that's a 
may or may not stand up. 


and he, therefore, is the winner of 
reason ol some sort and it, again, 


Another possible solution lies in the size of the cards. 


It may be decided that the biggest card in size wins and 
with a' multiplicity ol decks, you would usually have different 
sized aces of spades That is the argument that appeals the 
most to us but we must admit that there are countless others. 


But the hand is not re-deal!, the cards are not thrown 


in, there are no penalties assessed and the game goes on 
ii- merry way. It it, all as though such a development were 
a perfectly normal part of the game. 


And have you ever heard ol children complain of a missing 


card 
when playing with a short deck? The ten of hearts 


and three of clubs may be missing but it doesn't mean a 
thing to them. All that does is make the nine of hearts next 
in line below the jack and (he two ol clubs next lowest to 
the tour. 


II you are playing hearts, you might think that two queens 


or spades would create a difficulty, but not with the children. 
Il simply means that two players can get the black queen 
m every hand, making the game twice as exciting as otherwise. 


There are even innovative and simple ways of dealing. 


You would think that the cards would all be shuffled 
and 


dealt, one at a time to each player until all cards had been 
distributed. 


But with a multiplicity of decks, one player can have 


the brown cards, one the blue cards and another the cards 
with peacocks on them. That way, the players assume an 
additional color identity and a little more spirit is injected 
into the game. 


It just doesn't bother the young players what cards might 


be missing from their deck. It's not a bad lesson — that 
now and then we all need to do something just for the fun 
or enjoyment of it rather than demonstrating our skills, or 
coming out a winner. So why not look at the bright side 
of things — that even a 47-card deck has something going 
for it.

Uncle Sarn, The Money Man 


While we fail to buy all his arguments, 


we do subscribe to the conclusion of Sen. 
Wilbur D. Mills against the proposed federal 
sharing of revenues with the states. In our 
opinion, 
federal 
revenue-sharing 
w o u 1 d 


ultimately destroy a multitude of worthy pro- 
grams and could lead to wholesale abuses. 


It is an impractical and inappropriate 


thing for government to go about giving out 
money with no accountability attached to it. 
Some states would properly use such money 
but others might well use it far more on 
the basis ol political considerations than actual 
needs. Certainly, the taxpayers would have 
no control at all oxer how the funds were 
spent. 


Other states might simply use the money 


as a means of keeping (heir own tax levies 
down, not a bad thing per se but it fails 
to take into consideration the matter of public 
needs. Federal grants now are used as a 
stimulant to the states to undertake 
those 


programs that Congress has, in its considered 
judgment, determined to be of an essential 
quality but beyond the capacity of the states 
to finance themselves. 


This is a sound approach which gives 


the taxpayer at least some protection against 
the abuse of public spending. When a govern- 
ment has no taxpayers to account to for 
its funds, 
that government 
has a strong 


temptation to play loose with the public- till 
and that would be the case with federal 
revenue-sharing. 


We do not subscribe to Mills' argument 


that many states would get back less in 
shared revenue than the taxpayers of those 
states have contributed to federal coffers. 
Obviously, this is true but it is. also, logical 
and proper. 


Federal tax dollars go to support 
a 


multitude ot strictly federal programs and 
activities. The idea of a federal income tax 
never was. never will be and never should 
be 
to assume the taxing 
authority and 


responsibility of states and local governments. 
Naturally, no state is going to get back from 
the federal government all its citizens pay 
in taxes. If it were otherwise, Uncle Sam 
would be nothing but a ridiculous and useless 
money man. 


Troop Cuts Unlikely 


The announcement last week by the U.S. 


and its NATO allies that they are ready 
to open talks with the Soviet Union on mutual 
east-west troop cuts in Europe, hailed as 
a "demonstrative and positive step" by U.S. 
Sec. of State William Rogers, will be equally 
praised at the diplomatic level around the 
world. Many observers feel, however, that 
east-west talks on mutual troop reduction will 
be about as fruitful as the Paris peace talks. 


As decided by NATO officials, the alliance 


is willing to agree on a date, place, organiza- 
tion and agenda for a conference with the 
communist bloc governments if the talks are 
based on conditions that mutual force cuts 
would be compatible with the vital security 
interests of the alliance, reductions should 
be on a basis of reciprocity, troop cuts should 
include both foreign and local forces in Europe 
and their weapon systems and there must 
be adequate verification and controls. 


Reaching agreement with those conditions 


still intact would be difficult enough, but 


doubly so when the underlying reason for 
major Soviet troop presence in eastern Europe 
is laid bare, in the opinion of some observers, 
including columnist Joseph Kraft. 


This well-accepted belief entails the Soviet 


justification 
of troop presence in eastern 


Europe to offset the corresponding presence 
of western allied forces, while in fact the 
Soviet Union requires the presence of man- 
power in the area for internal police purposes 
— to keep the Warsaw Pact states safely 
beneath its wing. 


'•It is a safe bet that the mutual troop 


withdrawals between the Big Two will be one 
of the marathon talks of all history," Kratt 
writes. "The prospect is for a pullout that 
takes place only in the never-never time, 
say around February 30th of some year." 


So the recent bilateral 
pronouncements 


about troop reduction talks might be regarded 
as only propaganda initiatives, with the full 
realization on both sides that it will never 
happen.

disclosed Sunday that he had considered not 
running Canonero 11 in the Belmont Stakes 
which was won by Pass Catcher, with the pride 
of Venezuela finishing fourth. 


Canonero II. bothered by a skin rash and 


an infected right hind leg, missed training 
1'or two clays a week before the Belmont 
and Arias said on the day after Canonero 
U's unsuccessful bid for the Triple Crown: 


"I considered scratching him at the time. 


1 consulted with veterinarians and considered 
scratching him but the horse responded well 
to treatment." 


The trainer who rose from obscurity to 


wide acclaim with Canonero II's victories 
in the Kentucky Derby and Preakness, said 
that the rash and infection did not directly 
hurt the colt who was in good health for 
the IVi-mile Belmont. But he said: 


"The fact that he missed two days of 


training and I had to go light on him had 
to hurt him. 


"As far as I'm concerned he's still the 


best 3-year-old in the United States." 


But Saturday, it was Peter Kissel's Pass 


Catcher who was the best 3-year-old. So 
lightly regarded that he paid 871 for a $2 
win bet, Pass Catcher took the lead away 
from Canonero II just before the quarter 
pole and then held off Jim French to win. 
Pass Catcher, who arrived without fanfare 
from Monmouth Park in New Jersey—trainer 
Eddie Yowell's base of operations—left the 
same way, by van for Monmouth about 5 
a.m., EOT Sunday. 


But racing's big questions did not involve 


Pass Catcher and Canonero II, but it was 
newsmen 
to Canonero II's 
barn 
in the 


sprawling Belmont Park stable area. 


What is Canonero II's future? 
The colt appears to be headed for syndica- 


tion, with Baptista maintaining some shares. 


A spokesman 
for Baptista said no an- 


nouncement would be made until a transac- 
tion is consumated and that a news con- 
ference would be called at that time. He 
did not say where. 


Canonero II's failure to become racing's 


ninth Triple Crown winner did not discourage 
would-be buyers. 


"We already have had six telephone calls 


after the race from people confirming that 
they still want to buy Canonero II," Victor 
Scialom, Baptista's 
accountant, had said 


shortly after the $1.200 yearling's defeat. 


No figures were mentioned, but it is known 


that before the Belmont, Baptista had a 
$3.1 
million five-year leasing offer and a 


S4 milion purchase offer. 


Baptista had said several days before the 


race that he had offers from eight groups for 
Canonero II, five from the United States 
and one each from Venezuela. Japan and 
England. 


The Caracas industrialist also let it be 


known he favored his colt going to stud 
in this country because he would get many 
more good mares and that by maintaining 
some shares he would assure Canonero II 
would be available to Venezuelan breeders. 


Regardless of whether Canonero II is sold 


or not, the Kentucky-bred will have to return 
to Venezuela. He arrived here in late April 
on a temporary import license which allows 
him to stay here six months. 


Pass Catcher's victory came five days after 


he finished second by a half-length to un- 
beaten Bold Reasoning in the Jersey Derby. In 
1965, 
Yowell won the Jersey Derby with 


Hail to All and then the Belmont with the 
same colt five days later. 


Pass Catcher, ridden by Walter Bloom, 


turned the cheers of the majority of the 
New York racing record crowd of 81,036 
into groans by taking charging of the race 
turning for home. He opened up a five-length 
lead and then held on for a three-quarter 
length victory over Jim French, with Bold 
Reason third. 


Timed in a slow 2:30 2-5 over a fast 


track, Pass Catcher earned first money of 
$97,710 from a record Belmont purse of 
$162,850 in winning his first stakes. 


Eddie Belmonte, w'ho finished eighth on 


Twist The Axe, claimed interference against 
Pass Catcher and Canonero II, but it was 
disallowed. 


Following Canonero II under the wire were 


Epic Journey, Purse Finder, Salem, Twist 
The Axe, Highbinder, Royal J D, Good 
Behaving, Adobe Ed and Sense A Fear. 


The crowd, drawn by the colt from Baptista 


called "a horse for the people," produced 
a world record mutuel handle of $6,972,209.

Death came at 11 p.m. at the University's 
M.D. Anderson Hospital and Tumor Institute where the leg 
had been removed 16 months earlier. 


Steinmark had reentered Anderson April 20 after having 


been hospitalized in Austin for what had been described 
as influenza. 


Steinmark was a Longhorn defensive star and Fred Akers, 


Texas defensive backficld coach, said the death of the 21-year- 
old Colorado native "is one of the saddest things I have 
ever had happen in sports." 


"Freddie has left a huge impression on all that has 


been around him," Akers said. 


"We all loved him a lot. Certainly he has been an 


inspiration to countless youngsters around the country. We'll 
never be pr\iudcr of anyone than we are of him."

Gradually Slowing 


It is low enough to meet resistance 


in the atmosphere, causing it to lose 
speed and consequently altitude. Ex- 
perts calculate Salute moves closer to 
the earth, and inevitable disintegration, 
at the rate of two-thirds of a mile 
a day. 


The estimated parameters of Salute's 


orbits ivere 155 miles from the earth 
at its apogee and 137 miles at its 
low point- 


At 51.6 degrees from the equator, 


the same path as Salute, Soyuz 11 
was in good position to stalk the pro- 
totype space station.

Q. How will the war end? 


A. Even a complete American 


withdrawal will not end the 
Vietnam war. 
The opposing 


Vietnamese 
sides 
have 
the 


military capacity to fight on 
well into the seventies, 
and 


seem prepared to do so. Hanoi 
in years of warfare has gained 
nothing that can justify the vast 
expenditure of lives and national 
effort. Saigon fears to offer even 
a single political concession lest 
it be the seed of a communist 
takeover. 


The Saigon army has suffi- 


cient men and supplies to avert 
_iny 
d e c i s i v e 
military 


catastrophe when the Americans 
leave. But they must look ahead 
to constant conflict with the 
North Vietnamese, particularly 
in 
the 
vulnerable 
border 


areas. 


The once-potent 
Viet Cong 


guerrilla 
force 
has 
b e e n 


seriously weakened by Saigon 
and the Americans. 
But this 


advantage has been offset by the 
continued presence 
of North 


Vietnamese 
divisions 
which 


came 
south 
to 
fight 
the 


Americans and are saying to 
fight 
on 
even 
though 
the 


Americans are going home. 


The key to the war's end must 


lie in the depth of endurance of 
both sides, the roots of which lie 
in their political stability and 
war motivation. Hanoi has pro- 
ven stability and war motiva- 
tion; Saigon's record is weak. 
Unless the South 
Vietnamese 


develop a greater desire to 
survive, I can see inevitable 
m i l i t a r y r e v e r s e s in 
the vulnerable border areas and 
terrorism in the cities, lowering 
Saigon 
army 
morale 
and 


civilian 
support, 
forcing tho 


Saigon government into some 
kind of political settlement to 
avoid chaos. This may or may 
not open the way to a total 
communist 
takeover. 
Either 


way, it will end the war. 


Q. What will be the American 


legacy in Vietnam? 


A. Anything less than the 


survival of South Vietnam as a 
p r o-western 
anti-communist

many American audiences. Invariably, he was asked

In this article, he deals with the 
questions most frequently asked. The answers give his view 
on a conflict he started reporting long before it gained a cen- 
tral place in American affairs.

and 
if 
not 
achieved, 
the 


American

quickly into Indochinese history, 
particularly as the monsoon 
rains fill the bomb craters and 
the jungles swallow the burned 
out tanks and the abandoned fire 
bases. 


Many Vietnamese n e v e r 


seemed grateful for American 
help. The upper classes and the 
military elite viewed the United 
States as a great power pursuing 
its own strategic interests in 
Indochina rather than the in- 
terests of the Vietnamese peo- 


! pie. 


But while always dubious of 


American intentions, the South 
Vietnamese, from my observa- 
tions, 
did 
not 
invest 
the 


Americans 
with any special 


hatred or scorn, despite the My 
Lai massacre and the irritants 
of occupation. For every ill- 
directed air strike or artillery 
barrage, there were battalions 
of apologetic aid officials eager 
to make amends. And the war 
has gone on so long, anyway, tho 
peasantry, long buffeted by the 
fighting, has stopped putting 
national labels on the bombs and 
bullets. 


Ironically, the moral implica- 


tions of the Vietnam war on the 
United States may have more 
lasting impact than the physical 
effects of the war on Vietnam 
itself. 


Q. What makes the North 


Vietnamese and the Viet Cong 
such determined fighters? 


A. The well springs of North 


Vietnamese durability are in the 
war against the French when Ho 
Chi Minh and his Communist 
party successfully harnessed the 
revolutionary 
rdive 
of 
the 


Vietnamese people. It is this 
drive that Hanoi directs today, 
aided ' by generous 
material 


support from the 
communist 


bloc, and skillfully manipulated 
war propaganda. 


American experts now see the 


strength of North Vietnam, and 
the \iet 
Cong, 
as 
more 


organizational than ideological, 
with a network of dedicated 
party workers spreading the 
message of nationalism, not 
communism, 
building up in 


tricate, interlocking committees 
and organizations that provide an 
ondloss source of momentum. 


To this end, the Americans in 
Indochina have been depicted as 
inheritors of the colonial mantle 
of the French, and the Saigon 
government as lackey to both 
these foreign powers. Will the 
wellsprings of North Vietnamese 
endurance every dry up? Little 
is known about Hanoi politics 
but there have been indications 
of civilian unrest over the war. 
However, continuing American 
withdrawal is being used to 
great propaganda advantage by 
Hanoi. It is depicted as a victory 
over the Americans 
and a 


preface to a final victory over 
the South. 


Q. Will there be a bloodbath in 


South 
Vietnam 
when 
the 


Americans leave? 


A. There will be a bloodbath 


only if a total collapse of South 
Vietnamese 
authority follows 


the American withdrawal and 
the 
communist 
side 
siezes 


power. Two ugly occurrences 
are cited by those who fear the 
worst. One is the communist 
massacre of nearly 3,000 people 
connected 
\yith 
the 
Saigon 


government in Hue during the 
Tet offensive of 1968. The other 
is the methodical purge in North 
Vietnam when perhaps as many 
as 40,000 members of the lan- 
downing class were killed in the 
late fifties after the communists 
took power. 


The South Vietnamese now 


have sufficient guns and men to 
protect their cities, even with all 
Americans gone. Only an unex- 
pected combination of political 
anarchy and army rebellion 
could collapse authority in the 
immediate future. 


Providing the current stability 


holds, fhe worst prospect for 
Souih Vietnam is to have army 
and civilian morale weakened 
by the continuing pressure of the 
war. This might force the Saigon 
government to reach a political 
settlement. It does not seem 
likely that a slaughter of the 
dimensions of Hue would follow 
such a political arrangement to 
end the war. 


Q. Will there be more Viet- 


nams? What about the domino 
theory, and the future of Cam- 
bodia and Laos? 


A. The dynamics of the Viet- 


nam war are unique: a people 
split during a colonial war, the 
stronger, victorious communist 
half waging war against the 
near-stillborn, 
weaker 
half. 


FV"i- ''no pommum"' 
hlor to 


bring about what it termed "the 
completion of the revolution." 
Enter, then exit, the West. 


The important ingredient in 


the war 
is the 
Vietnamese 


t h e m s e l v e s , 
a 
proud, 


authoritative people wiho have 
been expanding southward down 
the Indochinese peninsula for a 
thousand years. The pressure on 
the neighboring states of Laos 
and Cambodia is so great that 
whatever the outcome of this 
war, these two countries must 
accept an uncertain future sub- 
ject to the whim of the Viet- 
namese. 


Other important factors make 


Vietnam unique. The communist 
leadership was welded together 
by the master Comintern agent 
Ho Chi Minh in the early 1940s. 
Ho is dead but 
the senior 


leadership remains otherwise 
intact, a'Me to draw upon years 
of political and military ex- 
perience to plot policy. And 
there is the proximity of North 
Vietnam to China — it nudges 
up into the Chinese underbelly 
— and the correspondingly vast 
distance of South Vietnam from 
its mentor, the United States. 


All this makes Vietnam a 


much 
more 
logical 
testing 


ground for people's war than 
any of tl>e other Southeast Asian 
nations, or any South American 
and 
African 
countries. 
The 


governments of I n d o n e s i a , 
Burma, Thailand, the Philip- 
pines, and most countries in 
South America and Africa, were 
either never colonized or have 
completed their colonial cycle. 
These governments cam take 
credit for their revolutions; the 
South Vietnamese Government 
is denied this opportunity. 


Communist insurgencies have 


been 
attempted 
in 
Burma, 


Indonesia, 
Malaya 
and 
the 


Philippines. All were put down. 
There may be further attempts 
to develop insurgencies, but the 
factors that make 
Vietnam 


such a stubborn problem for the 
West and a spectacular success 
for the communists are unlikely 
ever to come together again. 


Q. What went wrong in Viet- 


nam? Could the war htave been 
won? 


A. There is little doubt that Ho 


Chi Minh and his followers, vic- 
torious over the French at Dicn 
Bien Phu in 1954, saw the South 
falling under their control in the 
general 
elections 
scheduled 


under the Geneva Agreements. 


The United States chose to ig- 


nore these elections and began 
building South Vietnam into an 
anti-communist bastion. When 
the 
elections 
f a i l e d 
to 


materialize, the Viet Cong were 
established. And when American 
troops were committed to the 
south in 1965, the North Viet- 
namese armies i n e v i t a b l y 
followed. The survival of South 
Vietnam has depended on the 
United States, not the South 
Vietnamese, which makes the 
withdrawal of 
the 
U.S. so 


critirnl. 


It is obvious in hindsight that 


the war could have been fought 
differently. It was consistently 
misjudged over the years by- 
many Western observers. 
In 


hindsight, many more American 
troops, or the use of more 
powerful weapons, would have 
been required to win. But this 
greater American effort might 
have tipped the finely balanced 
i n t e r n a t i o n a l situation, 
escalating Vietnam into World 
War III that many feared. In 
retrospect, greater 
determina- 


tion by the South Vietnamese 
would have held off the Viet 
Cong people's army in the mid- 
sixties. Once again, only greater 
determination by the South can 
hold off the North Vietnamese 
armies in the mid-seventies. 


Q. Could a settlement of the 


war be reached this year by a 
successful "peace" candidate in 
the 
Vietnamese 
presidential 


elections? 


A. Real power in Vietnam is in 


the hands of the generals, and 
President Thieu is effective only 
to the degree that he can 
manipulate or persuade these 
officers. 
A 
peace 
candidate 


might well win the election, if 
permitted to run, judging from 
the reported war weariness of 
the Vietnamese people. But to 
effectively 
implement 
peace 


policies, such as a political 
compromise with the Viet Cong 
and the North Vietnamese, he 
would need the backing of the 
generals. This backing is most 
unlikely at this state. The United 
States might at one time have 
been in a position to force a 
settlement on the Vietnamese. 
But with the withdrawal conti- 
nuing they are no longer in a 
position to do so.
